The 
trip was, basides, merely a trial one — tbo 
steamer carrying no freight and tboreforo 
drawing bat tery littio water. Every fa- 
cility was consequently ntTordcd hor, and tho 
tediou9no88 and difliouitiea of tho journey only 
show bow much inferior is even tbe etoam- 
boat part of the American line of travel to car 
own. II is now qaita evident tliat the 
Brilish Oolqmbian route, to say Dotbingof its 
cbeapneBs and its Bhortness, is a month 
ahead of its southern rival. The tact will be 
but little use to us this year, but when tho 
reputation of tbo mines shall have been fully 
OBlablisbed it will bear itn fruit. In tbo 
meaatims wa can only hope, with our Nen 
West minster opniamporary, that tbo Forty- 
Nine may prove b sncoess. We sball bo 
indebted to it largely tbe present year for the 
transportation of minors from tho adjoining 
American teriitoriss Ij tho diggings at Big 
Bend ; and as things stand at present it would 
feem that the great bullc of oar mining pop" 
nlation will bava to come that way. Our 
Labonobera mlaroriune, and tbe raising of the 
passage money on the steamers plying be- 
tween thi.s and California, have thrown for o 
lime a damper on our prospects of having o 
large travel via Victoria and tbo Fraser — 
bavo in fact injured the growing reputation 
of ths .British Colambia- mines. .As the 
season rblfa on, bowever, we aball witness, 
from the very uotnre of things, a reactior 
set in against the overdone rush to Montana, 
and tho news from Big Bend, if it only oof 
roboratea a fraolion of what haa been said 
about tbe country, will fasten on tho duped 
Blaokfoot miner and lead bim to the British 
PoBsessioDB. We have nobeBitatioa in prediolx 
ing that before J uly shall have expired thous- 
ands will bo rushing from overcrowded Montana 
to any place for tho time being that will offer 
a prospect of success. Without the Forty 
Nine, bowever, they would have small chance 
of zeaobiog Big Bend, and whila British Co 
Inmbia wonld be lost to them their enterprisi 
and industry would be lost us. Colvillo, from 
which place or vicinity the Columbia steamer 
starts, is but little larlher from the Montana 
mines than from Portland. From Idaho th 
distance is even less. It will, therefore, be 
saea how mocb wa may be Indebted, before 
tba Beaton expires, to the little steamer which 
haa just threaded its way through the ice 
and pushed up tho dangerous riUk-s of lli 
Upper Columbia rivor. It may bo rcgrotted 
that the first trip was made ubo of by ih 
American garrison at Colville to desert theii 
posts for tbe mines; but tba oircumatance 
sbowB bow intense mast have been tbe feel- 
ing of confideoce around Colville in tho new 
diggings, when a number of eoldicrs woif 
induced to run away willi tliuir country's 
weapons in their hands to try their (orlune 
in the mines. Among the nuiiiy gralifying 
assnraneas in tbe news from liend is ih 
fact that no dread of a scarcity of piovisioc 
is felt It is rather amusiog, however, 
to hear that some parties at Seymour 
are annoyed at Iho circumstaDce, and that 
the press ia very much censured for en 
couraging men to talco up their own provi 
Bions. A few minutes' consideration will 
convince any reasonable being of tbe foot that 
bad those parties who have gone np taken 
no supplies with them the demand at Sey- 
mour would linvo been so great ag to have 
raised thu price of arliclcH fnim 40 to fiO per 
cent, higher than they are at present. Had 
tlie numbers arrived from Califoinia whicli 
were calculated upon there would by this 
time, aolcBS the miners bad taken up their 
own provisions, have been nothing less than 
a famine. As it is, a largo numbur of the 
men who left Victoria packed their supplies 
with them — uomo may bavo found that when 
they got to Seymour prices were ruling at u 
lower figure than it bad coal tbem to briiig 
np their own provisions, bat this as wa Lave 
said was Incidental to tbe fact that by thu 
miiicra becoming their own packers tho do- 
nui;ul was ilecruasod, and tho slorukcepors 
obliged thcroforo to sell at a low ligura. Tlio 
circumstance is rather a nulijuot for oonf^rat- 
ulation than for regret ; (or whouvur, il any, 
may ba the loser, cheapness is jasl now tbe 
great etsenlial at tba mines.

hi^ld on aniil I puliod up lo llieni; seeing our 
bnat lull they said we had better get ashore, 
and thoy would endeavor to roaeli llio ship. 
I corisiderod it advisable to go aslioro as our 
boat contained oD or -10 pa:iJeii:;ers ; '.vent 
ashore, and on returning saw ii.jlliing ul iheni, 
so eoncluiled that Ihe lisliing boat had pio- 
kod them up, but noihing has been hoard ol 
llieni ; it i.s possible they wero picked up by | ivJjjqI 
the Orizaba or a EchooiRr that waa to wind- 
ward. The eea waa running high, tbe wind 
was rising and blew fresli, it was daylight 
at Ibat timo. I took some baggage from Ibe 
ship Ihe accood lime I camo alongside ; did not 
go on board ; two men, ono out o( each boat, 
went up. Tbe captafo told mo tu ooma 
alungsido, and take a large trunk ooolaioing 
olotbes, as we wero tbe larger boat ; I look 
a quoDtily of carpet bags and paasungi.'rs 
baggage; was alongside at least hair an hour;

sho waa at anchor Iho lirsl timo I saw lior; 
sho was on tho starboard bow aflorwards ; 
alio WOB not anchored in Drake's Bay, as I 
nhould havo seen her, hIio arrived in Sau 
Francisco before wo did ; tho Caplaiu of her 
remarked io San Francisco that ho did oot 
know what wo wore doing, sailing roand 
bim. When I saw tbo Glimpss the pumps 
wero gaining on the water. 

I never bad any doubt io my own mind 
as lo wbero she was from tbo lima sho first 
struck ; tho high land and Ibe distance we 
bad gone told where we were besides, I 
afterwards saw tbe Faralone light.

I waa knock- 
ing about and iiiuji have uitlior seen or heard 
it; it ia certainly expedient if in doubt ol 
tbo positiori of the ship. 1 did not riMpio?! 
ibo captain to bci.d sails bcf^ru leaving port; 
il was no uaa asking, for Captain .Munat had 
already told mo that ho would nol fend llio 
yards aloft; it was eorlaiiily not prudent to 
leave without boiulirig the sail.^ ; I believe 
by the laws of lOngland it is cuiiilinlsory to 
prevent aeeiilunt.

paper hags ; thoro woro no olhor small bug-; 
they woro all put down in tho hold logolber; 
I havo hoon nine years op nnd down the 
coast, and 1 think iloif, great praiso is duo lo 
iho oHi,;cra of the ve,=sa! and Captain Mount 
for saving lha lives of all llio passengers, lor 
if tbo vessel had beeu run nsboro on any part 
of tho coaat tbat night there would nol bavo 
been a man of us lefl to tell tho Inio, 

Edward liadovich, sworn — I am an Aus- 
trian ; I was u cabin passenger; 1 saw Copt- 
Alouiil firo a pistol towards the bow of tho 
ship, I heard two reports and saw both shots 
fired, liiey wore Qred in the same diraotion. 

Captata Mouai, rocalled— The reason why 
I Brod the pistol was that I Ibreaieoed one 
man lhai if bo did not come 001 of tbe boat 
I would lire at bim, be got in witbont my 
order; 1 told off four moo lo each boat — 
two in tho boat and two lowering thorn ; I 
told the passengers thai to avoid confusion 
I would maist on the women and children 
going into llio boats first, then tbo married 
men, and Ibo bachelors afterwards ; .Mrs. 
I'idwcll, a laity passenger, did nol avail her- 
self of this order, but mado way for annlher 
lady,J iniist say this was very bravo uf her; 
during this timo the hoat.'i on llio other .'iido 
wero being loaded widi ;:>assL'ngeis ; 1 heard 
thiit one bo:it was goin,:.' away witlionl being 
loaded with n:i many as hho coiiM la'te ; I 
called oul lo tbom that I would liro if Ihey 
did riOt coniu back ; a pas>enger in Iho boat 
oriod out don't firo, we'll come back ; they 
however paddled slowly away ; I fireil, and 
113 they eonliniiid paihl'inu' away I fired 
again ; iiller ihis tho cap jmiimed in tbo 
o'liaiiiber ofilu! revolver and I could not firo. 
1 eannot liiul my Pilot's cortifioate, I preo 
sumo it is lost; thu Colonial Secretary has, 
however, i believe a record of it ; Mr. Cbam- 
bers was first mate with me on the first 
voyage 1 made with Ibe vessel ; I often found 
fault with bim on account of not pushing the 
work forward eDOUgh ; when Mr. Chambers 
got into tbo boat he said to rno I am going to 
save my lile ; I aaid Mr. Cliambers you aro a 
coward; I bad ordered t^uiiin, A. iJ., logo 
into tho boat with tho women and children 
lo lako chargo of her, as I did not consider 
Mr. Chambers capable ol taking charge nl so 
valuable a cargo of lives, Ihe boat being ao 
heavily laden, but .Mr. Chambers fiung him- 
self into Ihe boat by thu Davil falls ; the ves- 
sel Wu8 headod towards tins land, and al'ler 1 
aaw Iho ship Gliinpso, which was Iheri I be- 
lievn under sail, ihu luak increaaed almost in- 
stantly ; when I saw wiiat was tbonglil lo be 
-a pilot boat I was uuoertain where I was ; 
tho vessel was headed for shore Point Reyoa, 
about one bout before tbo passcngera left ; I 
kept away from lha boal to save half pilotage ; 
in my judgment it was boiler lo bead for the 
rordis rallior than Drako'a Bay, being about 
lour miles nearer ; it was about 4 a.m. whan 
1 saw the shore ; Ibe vossol was going about 
Ave to six knots an hour; the sails would 
ouiy have, been of use during Ibe last hour, 
as before that there .was a potfeot calm ; the 
reason wby tboy were not sont was that tho 
topmasts wore houaed and tbe yaiila on deck, 
as 1 expooted to havo strong head winus 
during iho passage ; Ihij act 1 consider is what 
a good, careful painstaking master ought to do. 
I had only tho foro trysail sol, liia main i 
did not bend as I waa afraid lhat lha sparks 
from tbo funnel mi_'ht set it on lire ; llio 
foro staysail wag ready hut not benl ; wo did 
not save moro of iho mail bags as there wero 
no means of taking thorn away ; I could not 
find any of tho lurlor ba;;s ; I did not obsTve 
any bog murkod " Adinirulty mail bag' ; I 
did not give Warren aiitliorily to act inde- 
pendently of tho male, aa ho was ouly a 
ftoigbt clerk under tbo male's orders; when 
the oonaul acnt tbo mail down to tbo ship I 
loft a memorandum deairing tbat tbe last 
eoothern mail should be kept on lop io order 
that I might got at them conveniently with- 
out tufoing all tbo bugs over, as it was my 
doty to aort ihcm during tbo voyage; I did 
not run tho ship aaboro because tho engine 
piirop.s nlonu kept tbo water sinking ; iinme- 
dialoly after turning tho vessel lo evado ihe 
pilot boat the leak increased suddenly; tho 
vessel was going ahead with full power; I 
then put all bunds to pump nnd unbntiened 
tlio lower foro hatch, and set six bucket 
going bailing, tho vessel heading directly for 
I'oint Reyes; Iho water gained rapidly on Ibo 
pumps and put Ibo liroa out, when sho stood 
still ; Ibe ruasop why I did not allow the 
fore hatch lo remain open was lhat a largo 
(pianlity ot wines and spirits in casks and 
casus was stowed doivii there, and I was 
afra'd of tho people gelling at tbeni ; tho 
great di.screpancy betweon i\]r. Cleiinbers' 
alalemont and tho protect signod by him will 
bo accounted lor by Iho bad feeling which 
had previously existed betweon us ; after re- 
turning to San Francisco I met all the oreiv ; 
I told Mr. Elliott, the engineer, nnd also the 
steward, lo get Iho men hoarded for tbe nigbl, 
but would nol make myself responsible for 
anything lhat Mr. Chambers might require, 
as I considered that be bud dosert.'d me ; 
tho nest day, or possibly tho day after, wo 
v.ent In sign Iho protest ; I signed first, bul 
,Mr. Cbanihcra heailatcd ; I then told him 
not to sign it if bo had the least doubt, and 
:dU'rv.'ards said yoil shall not simi it; he, 
liowiiVL-r, did i-igii il, and volunleered tf.e re- 
rnirk thai he beliuvcd lhat Captain .Mouat 
had done all ho know lo savo thu ve,'.Hel ; 
what he iiie;int by this I ilo not know ; v hellier 
he inlendsd lo convey thai 1 iliil not know 
nineli, or that 1 had really uxerled myself, I 
eannot say , I refused to p;iy .Mr. Cliambers 
his wages on tho ground of desurtion, and re- 
ferrud bim lo llio (,'on-iil to liavo an examina- 
tion into tho niiilter while all wero prosont 
and tbo oireiinislances weio fresh in our 
momorios; ho did not do so, tho Consul 
wished mo lo pay Chamhurs his wages, bul 
I declined doing so, fearing, aa I had acouscd 
bim of dosorlion, thai il might afterwarda ba 
conatroed into giving him a sop to make him 
hold his tongae; tbe Consul then recom- 
mended rae to pay Obambers' passago up 
bore, which 1 did on being so advised by tho 
Agents, Mesars, Falkner, Bell & Co.; before 
we started from Son Franoiaoo in tho Labou- 
chero, I asked Mr. Chambers wlielhor ho in- 
tended taking his wife back llii.s trip ; he 
said no ; hooausa, I said, we t-li ill pari 
wlii ii WH arrive at Victoria ; Chambers said 
why! 1 mid, bccauao WO don't get 00 to- 
Koilier ; " this, sir does not look like any ill 
feeling on my part.''

luivo an opportunity of coming forward.
